That's probably why the Tuesday night South Bay 
City Commission meeting was put into such an uproar 
when Commissioner Neal Mayo blurted out what he 
did. 

Mayo had just been elected by the other 
commissioners to the post of associate city judge, with 
the duties of binding over persons arrested by the 
police to Municipal Judge Allen Everard. 

“I'm going to go along with the (police) chief.” Mayo 
announced. “If the chief says he's guilty, he's guilty.” 

That was bad enough but he then proceeded to 
further demonstrate he didn't understand the duties 
involved by saying, "The chief wouldn't bring them in 
if they weren't guilty, would he?" 

"My job is to bind over people the police arrest, isn't 
it?" he asked Judge Everard. Everard told him, “No, 
your job is to bind over anyone you think might be 
guilty," emphasizing the word, you." 

Within two minutes, Mayo destroyed whatever 
effectiveness he may have had as associate judge by 
prejudicing himself as ready to accept the police 
Officer's word а person is guilty.

the coast. 

John, the manager of the South Florida Conservancy 
District for the past ten years, is a qualified man with 
all the credentials for the job. 

Fred John may understand more about the work the 
district is supposed to do than the all four supervisors 
now seated combined. 

He's qualified and he's from the Glades.

In the case of 
parents, children and certain 
other close relatives, it is not 
necessary that they live with 
axpayer. 

If one shares with others in 
the support of a parent or 
other dependent, with no one 
individual providing more than 
half the dependent's support, it. 
is permissable for one of the 
contributors of more than 10% 
of the support to take the 
dependency exemption each 
ycar. The others have to 
declare on Form 2120 that they 
will not claim an exemption for 
ihe individual that year and 
those forms are filed with the 
return of the person who 
claims the: exemption. 

Any otherwise qualified de 
pendent who was alive at any 
time during 1973 may be taken 
as an exemption. This applies 
to one who might have died on 
Jan. 1 and to one who was born 
as late as December 31. If a 
spouse died during 1973 one 
may still file a joint return 
with the deceased spouse 
unless the taxpayer remarried 
before the New Year.

It was at the party we began collecting the more than 
$24,000 pledged and the party was ouf way of saying, 
“Thanks” to all the Glades residents who walked a mile 
for the life of a child.
